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WHEREAS, Under the energy policy act of 2005, the Secretary of the
United States Departnent of Energy is required to provide for the
establishment of two projects in geographic areas that are regionally
and climatically diverse to denonstrate the commercial production of
hydrogen at exi sting nucl ear power plants; and

WHEREAS, A commercially operated nucl ear power plant, the Col unbia
generating station, is located within the state of Wshington on the
United States Departnent of Energy's Hanford site; and

WHEREAS, The Col unbi a generating station is the only commercially
oper ated nucl ear power plant in the Northwest;

NOW THEREFORE, Your Menorialists respectfully pray that the
Secretary of the United States Departnent of Energy determ ne that the
use of existing nuclear power plants is a cost-effective neans of
produci ng hydrogen; and

Your Menorialists further respectfully pray that the Secretary of
the United States Departnent of Energy provide for the establishnent of
a project at the Colunbia generating station to denonstrate the
commerci al production of hydrogen at an existing nucl ear power plant.
